BELGIANS TO SHIKE 
RIB THE BALLOT 


'Brussels, April l l —Belgium seems 
to be on the eve of one of the great­ 
est political upheaved in its history 
and it is difficult to forecast the fin­ 
al outcome. The general strike, or­ 
dered by the National Congress, is 
to begin next (Monday and the Goven- 
ment has taken the most extensive 
precautions to prevent revolutionary 
outbreaks 
and 
local 
disturbances. 
Generally speaking 
the 
impending 
strike may be considered an act in­ 
tended as an expression of protest 
by ihe lower working classes against 
the refusal of the Government 
to 
grant a revision of the Constitution 
as demanded by the submerged class­ 
es. 
The strike was begun sometime ago 
but was postponed to allow time for 
another and final appeal to the Gov­ 
ernm ent for the granting of certain 
reform s, including the introduction 
of universal suffrage, th e abolition of 
the plural system of voting and cer­ 
tain changes in the educational laws 
of the 
country. 
The 
Government 
which is controlled by the 
clericals 
refused to entertain the propositions 
and as a last resort the general strike 
w as ordered. 
Although upon its surface the pres­ 
et. 
trouble is of 
a political 
nature, 
the underlying causes are really the 
ra<-ial, linguistic and religious differ­ 
ences between the Walloons and the 
Flemings, which constitute the two 
most im portant component parts of 
Belgium's population. The revolution 
early in the last century which freed 
Belgium from the Dutch control was 
effected chiefly by the Walloons, a 
French-speaking race, and the con­ 
trol of the government remained in 
their hands down to 18«84. For the fif­ 
ty years preceding the Flemings had 
been working to prevent the extinc­ 
tion of their language, -which is virtu­ 
ally identical with low 
Dutch. 
The 
movement which was at Aret literary, 
soon assumed a political aspect. The 
Flemings, being Catholics, enlisted the 
support of the clericals and at the 
election of 1884 they succeeded in ob­ 
taining control of 
the 
government. 
They have been in power ever since. 
The Flemish or Clerical party, fully 
realizing its numerical weakness, for­ 
tified its position and sought to per­ 
petuate its power by the plural sys­ 
tem of voting, which alone has been 
able to madntain them in control. Un­ 
der this system fatherhood and cer­ 
tain property and educational qualifi­ 
cations entitle a voter to two or even 
three votes a t all elections. This sys­ 
tem has been extremely obnoxious to 
the enoormous mass of poor and un­ 
educated workingmen, but all efforts 
to bring about a change of the sys­ 
tem failed. 
, 
It was on June 4, 1912, th at the dis­ 
satisfaction which had been steadily 
growing for years among Belgium’s 
unfairly 
represented 
lower 
classes 
burst into the open, following the elec­ 
tions which retained 
in 
power 
the 
Clericals. 
The government feared a 
revolutionary outbreak and as a mat­ 
ter of precaution mobilized the army 
and police force and called in the re­ 
serves. Armed forces were rushed to 
all the centres of 
excitem ent 
and 
Brussels was practically in a state of 
siege. There was a great ferm ent in 
the big coal mining district known as 
Le Borinage, of which Mons is the 
centre. The miners wanted to strike 
en masse and only 
with

were they persuaded to abandon that 
plan. 
Since then the fight was* continued 
by the working classes and everything 
prepared with a decisive coup.
